Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 58 and 60-65 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 58 is 
allowable because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a secure medical 
records system that comprises a first remote server for storing patient identification 
information, a second remote server for storing a patient medical data, wherein the 
medical data maintained on the second remote server cannot be correlated to the 
information on the first server, a plurality of removable memory storage device that 
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contains a computer readable memory storing correlation information sufficient to 
uniquely associate a patient's patient identification information stored on the first remote 
server with that of the patient's medical data stored on the second remote server. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
